President Announces Appoint-

ment of Noted Geologist to

New Position.

IS FRIEND OF GARFIELD,
PINCHOT AND NEWELL

Opposition on the Part of Sec-

retary Ballinger Caused
Delay in Acting.

BEVERLY. Mass., Sept. 2. Presi-
dent Taft tonight announced tho. ap-

pointment of Joseph Austin Holmes of
tho geological survey as director of tho
now bureau of mines at Washington.

Dr. Holmes has been selected for tho
placo some time ago but his appoint-
ment was held up, it is understood here,
on the ground that Secretary Ballingcr
under whose department the new bureau
is placed, was opposed to him. Mr.
Holmes is the intimate personal friend
of Gifford Pinchot, James R. Garfield
and P. II. Newell, director of tho re-

clamation service, all three of whom
sharply criticised Mr. Ballingcr on the
witness stand of tho Balliugcr-Pincho- t
inquiry.

Defended by Friends.
It was reported here that Secretary

Ballingcr felt Dr. Holmes might havb
had a hand in what ho termed tho " con-
spiracy" against him. Friends of Dr.
Holmes, while admitting tho latter 's
closo association and friendship with
Messrs. Pinchot, Garfield and Newell,
declared nevertheless that he had taken
no active part in the campaign against
Mr. Ballingcr.

The indorsement of Dr. Holmes for
the place was almost unanimous. It
came from the mine operators and the
miners' organizations alike. Tho pur-
pose of the new bureau is to investigate
and roport upon safet' appliances to
prevent the awful wasto of lifo an-
nua 11'.

The bureau will also iuako an investi-
gation looking to the improvement of
methods in mining.

May Extend Oivil Service.
President Taft is contemplating and

probably will issue soon after his return
to Washington from Beverly an execu-
tive order putting all assistant, post-
masters and tho permanent clerks at
money order postollices under tho civil
service.

Postmaster General Hitchcock recom-
mended this step to the president somo
time ago, and he has been considering
it. Today the president talked the mat-
ter over with R. H. Dana, president of
tho National Civil Reform League. Mr.
Taft will take tho question up with his
Cabinet tlm latter nnrt. of tins innnfh
and finally dispose of it. Mr. Hitchcock
thinks tho order will mark a great im-
provement in the postal service.

President Taft has a long list of mat-
ters to tako up with his cabinet ad-
visers. He will reach Washington Sep-
tember 21 for a ten days' stay, and the
cabinet will bo in practically continu-
ous session September 2G, 27 and 28.

Start Postal Savings.
President Taft will take up with his

cabinet in Washington the final plans
for putting the postal savings banks in
operation. He will discuss tho estimates
for tho coming year with the heads' of
the various departments and try to
hold them down wherever possible. Tho
economy plans for conducting the vari-
ous departments and tho best means of
ushifr the .100,000 appropriation for tho
improvement of business methods also
will be discussed. '

There is little or no chance that
President Taft will make any speeches
during tho coming campaign. He has
declared that his letter to Chairman
McKiuloy of the Republican congres-
sional committee accurately slates all
that ho has to say of tho issues.

Tho presidont will speak" beforo the
National Loaaguo of Republican clubs
af New York along general lines.

Foster P. Brown of Tennessee, at-
torney general of Porto Rico, took up
several matters affecting that island
with the prcsidout. Ho also discussed
the politcal situation in Tennessee.

Tomorrow afternoon tho president
starts from Boston to St. Paul whero he
is to deliver an address at; the national
conservation congress Monday morn-
ing.

Republican Leader of Albany
Issues Warm Statement

Aimed at Teddy.

HYSTERIA RUNS RIOT

THROUGH COUNTRY. HE SAYS

Directly Accuses Former Presi-

dent of Appealing to Pas-

sions of the People.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2. William
Barnes, Jr., Republican state commit-
teeman and leader of Albany, issuod a
statement tonight in which he declared
that "hysteria has run riot throughout
this country," and that tho question
to bo decided at tho coining Republican
state convention at Saratoga is "wheth-
er the Republican parly fight the dis-

ease or succumb to tho interests of pol-

iticians seeking oflico or temporary ac
claim."

The character of tho recent addresses
of Theodore Roosevelt in the west, Mr.
Barnos said, "has startlod all thought-
ful men and impressed them with tho
frightful danger which lies in his politi-
cal ascendancy."

When he talked with Presidont Roose-
velt after tho meeting that sclcctod
Vice President Sherman as temporary
chairman of the convention over Qoionel
Roosevelt and learned his attitude to-

ward "public matters," Mr. Barnes
says ho told the former president that
ho never could havo voted for him.

Mr. Barnes's stalemunt in part says:
Alleged Hysteria.

"Hysteria has run riot throughout
the country expressing itself in one
form or another, such as 'direct nom-
inations, and initiative and referen-
dum,' tho 'initiative and recall' it
matters not what particular form the
hysteria takes. The question to be de-
cided at Saratoga, is whether the Re-

publican party will fight tho disease
or succumb in tho interests of politicians
seeking oflico or temporal acclaim.

"The recent attack upon the supreme
court of tho United States by a koou-witte- d

and aspiring citizen, could not
have been mado without a purpose well
thought out. It was an appeal to pas-
sion. If this appeal against judicial
decision is popular and is not rebuked
there is no reason whatsoover if a di-
rect primary law should be enacted in
this stato, that candidates for judicial
offices, compollcd to run the gantlet
of a district or state-wid- e primary
would not, in order to appeal to tho
temporary sentiments of tho moment,
declare in advanco their attitude upon
matters which would como before them
for judicial roview "

Greatest Strike in History of

Garment Making Ends in
Union Victory.

SEVENTY THOUSAND WILL
NOW RETURN TO WORK

Loss iu Wages Alone Has Ex-

ceeded $10,000,000 During
Nine Months'-Struggle- .

NEW YORK, Sept. 2. The cloak
makers' strike, one of tho greatest in-

dustrial disturbances in the history of
American labor, was acttlod tonight.
Sovcnty thousand garment workers who
havo been idlo for nine months, will
return to work. Ten thousand, and those
dependent upon them fifty thousand
souls in all were on tho point of evic-

tion, and hundreds had already been
forced onto tho streets. The industrial
loss to employers and employees has run
high into tho millions. In loss of wages
alone the total has boon estimated at
more than $10,000,000, while the loss
to emamifacturers, nobbcrs and retailers
tho country over has been computed at
ton times "that amount. fj

In spite of tho stupendous readjust-
ment involved, tho striko has been in
tho main notable for pcaccfulucss.
There wero numerous cases of potty dis
order, and a petition of the manufac-
turers brought forth from Justice Goff
of the stato supremo court an injunc-
tion in which he ruled that any strike
called to demand tho closed shop was
in restraint of trade.

Victory for Union.
Julius Ilenry Cohens counsel for the

Manufacturers' association, describes
tho agroomont signed by him and rep-
resentatives of the strikers in this sen-

tence.
"No principlo has bcon sacrificed by

the manufacturers, yet tho union may
claim thoy have won a great victory.
Tho manufacturers believe in the union
and tho principle that all who desire
its benefits should share in its burdensV'

Ono essential of this victory and ono
important nor. only to the strikers but
to tho nation at largo is tho abolition
of all contract work at homo, Llore-afte- r

garments made in New York will
1)0 manufactured under sanitary condi-
tions. Thoro will bo no more sweat
shops.

Tho rock on which all previous efforts
at mutual concilation havo split has
been the closed shop. That rock has
now bcon avoided by the adoption of
tho "preferential union shopf idea for
which Louis P. Brandeis of Boston, for-
merly counsel for Glavis in the Pinehot-Ballingc- r

hearing, is given full credit.
Basis of Settlement.

In the articles of agroonicut the idea
is thus described:

"Each member of tho manufacturers
is to maintain union shops, union shops
being understood to refer to a shop
where union standards as to working
conditions, hours of labor and rates, of
wages prevail, and whore when hiring
help, uniou men aro preferred; it being
recognized that sinco thcro arc differ-
ences of degrees of skill, ompoyoos .shall
have tho troedom of solection as be-

tween ono union man and another and
shall not be confined to an' list nor
bound to follow any proscribed order."

TEDDY'S QUIET

Former President Only Makes
Three Speeches and Holds

a Pew Conferences.

BESIDES ATTENDING SOME

FORMAL SOCIAL FUNCTIONS

Takes Particular Pains to Give

Scnator'TBurkett a Boost for
n.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 2. Tho peoplo
of Omaha gavo Theodore Roosevelt a
day of comparativo rest today. All that
tho colonel did was to attend a break-
fast given by the Roosevelt reception
committee, a luncheon at the Field club,
a dinner at tho Omaha club, an enter-
tainment given by tho board of gov-

ernors of tho which is tho
official boomers' club of Omaha; tako
and automobile ride all over Omaha,
make threo speeches and talk with
political lenders and old friends whom
ho mot here.

Sevoral other things had been
planned for his amusement, but in his
behalf a telegram was sent from Ian;
sas City last night, saying that ho was
tiTod, and needed a day of rest and
so tho programmo was cut cjbwn.

Boost for Burkett.
Tho colonel found timo during the

day to speak a good word for Scn-ato- r,

JJurkett, who is in tho midst of
a spirited enmpaign for Tho
senator's friends hope that ho will bo
helpod by what tho colonol said.

Tho peoplo of Omaha did not turn
out in such numbers as was the case
in several other cities which Colonel
Roosevelt has visited on his present
trip. Tho Auditorium was jammed, and
tho crowd in tho street outside was bo
groat that Colonel Roosevelt had to uso
tho tactics of a football player to got
through tho throng to his automobile.

During the rest of the day, however,
the peoplo had littlo opportunity to
get together and cheer, as the parade
was called off to make it easier for the
colonel and when ho appeared on tho
strots ho shot by so rapidly in his auto-
mobile that few persona recognized him.

Ho went to bed earlier than usual
tonight. In tho morning ho will at-

tend a breakfast at the Omaha club,
and then leave for Sioux Falls, where
iio is to speak tomorrow.

It; was at tho Auditorium, whero he
madao his principal speech of the day,
that Colonel Roosovelt commended the
work of Senator Burkett. Tho sen-
ator has obtained the Republican nom-intio- n

and Congressman Hitchcock, the
Democratic nomination. Under the
Nebraska law tho people will vote for
a senator at the fall election and mem-
bers of tho legislature arc pledged to
elect tho candidato who roccivos the
highest number of votes.

Effusive in Praise.
Senator Burkett made the speech in-

troducing Colonel Roosovelt. Ho de-

scribed tho colonel as "tho man who
was onco tho first citizen of tho nation,
and is now the greatest man in the
world." There was loud applause.

"I am particularly pleased to bo in-

troduced by Senator Burkett," said Col-

onel Roosovelt, "becauso ho was one
of the men on whom I especially relied
while I was president, both while ho
was in the house and in tho senate On
ono occasion he paid a tributo to me
which may have been entirely unmer-
ited, in which he described what the
typical American public servant must
bo. Ho said: 'In tho great struggle
of lifo he (the good American) must bo
prepared to tako tho sido of tho man
rather than of 4tho dollar. Old-tim-

methods in politics, old-tim- e ideals of
governmental duty and prerogative aro
relegated to the junkshop of political
antiquities. No man who is skeptical
in his own mind of tho righteousness
of the advanced ground that the Amor-iea- n

peoplo havo taken socially and
morally can hold their confidence. No
man who is fearful of popular rule, or
is more afraid of tho people's oppres-
sion of predatory wealth with law than
of its oppression of tho peoplo without
law is eligible to popular esteem.'

"In nry own case," Colo.l Rooso-
velt said, "all I can say is that T. havo
endeavored to live up to that descrip-
tion and that I was ablo to accomplish
what I did Accomplish in Washing-
ton only becauso of tho way in which I
was backed up by men like Senator
Burkett; and as we have a guest from
Towa present, lot mo say also, liko Sen-
ator Dolliver."

Talks of Canal Problems.
Then Colonol Roosevelt proceeded

with his sot speech, in which ho spoko
of the Panama canal and the navy, Ho
said that the trip of the American fleet
around tho world increased greatly tho
prestige of this country, and that tho
work on the canal was ono of the stu-
pendous performances of tho age. He
took sharp issue with the plan to neu-

tralize tho canal zono, and in strongest
terms declared that this country should
fortify the canal.

After Colonel Roosevelt had finishod
there Avero cries of "Dolliver! Do-
lliver!"

Tho senator got on his feet.
"It is a great ploasurq to sit on tho

platform and listen to such magnifi-
cent, patriotic utteranucs as thoso of
Colonel Roosovelt," ho said. "I can
only say that it feels mighty good to
have Colonel Roosovolt back here with
us in the middle west. We missed him
a little while he was in Africa.

"I was afraid that either tho lions
or the warthogs would cot him.

Square Doal Exponent.
"Thero havo been threo men iu

American history who havo stated the
central doctrino of our institutions so
that all could understand. Thomas Jef-
ferson gave us tho doctrino of equal
rights for all and special privileges for
none. Abraham Lincoln this
doctrine.
